Twelve of the fifteen members of the 

Los Angeles county delegation in the 

Assembly voted this afternoon to 

eliminate from the direct primary 

law the provision that permits Dem- 
ocratse to run in Republican pri- 
maries and vice versa, and to com- 
pel the party registration of every 
candidate to be printed after his 
name on the State ballot. They were 
outvoted, however, in the State at 
large, and the Breed direct primary 
bill (unfair) passed the second read- 
ing with just two votes to spare. 
Assemblyman White of Los An- 
geles led the attack upon the ad- 
ministration bill. He argued that 
the electors of California had voted 
by a heavy majority for partisan pri- 
maries in the State, and that the 
people, outside the office-holding 
clique, favored epen and honest_pri- 
maries. 


. Carter of Los Angeles and Green 


and Bennett of the Santa Clara Val- 
ley joined in the plea for honest 
primaries. They made such an im- 


Pression that it looked Por a time 
as though the administration would 
not be able to hold its forces in line. 
In the midst of the debate the ad- 
ministration whip received a note 
sent to him from an attache of the 
Governor's office in the lobby. He 
immediately rose and moved the 
“previous question.”’ 


GAG RULE APPLIED. 


It is the first time that rule 
has been applied to shut off debate 
on a primary election law since the 
present California Constitution was 
adopted. This illustrates to what 
straits the administration was driven 
to maintain the primary law under 
its pr t form. 

Admifiistration leaders made lit- 
tle attempt to answer the argu- 
ments of the Republican opposition. 
When challenged by Assemblyman 
Greene to offer a single reason why 
the party registration of a candi- 
date should not be placed after his 
name they sat stolidly in their seats, 
while their claquers shouted “Roll 
eall’” at frequent intervals in their 
attempt to still the opposition. 

The situation began to grow 
panicky for the administration, when 
Assemblyman Goetting of San Fran- 
cisco rose and said that.he would 
not consent to become a party to 
enacting a bill which its proponents 
feared even to defend. 

Goetting said there might be a 
difference of opinion about the right 
of a candidate to seek nominations 
outside his party, but there could be 
no honest difference as to the duty 
of the Staté@ to print on the battot 
after each candidate’s name his 
party registration. 

Goetting has been regarded as an 
administration man, and it was at 
this point that the previous question 
was moved.

So anxious are the opponents of 
the league to escape the alleged cen- 
sorship and to present what they say 
is “the tr American view of the 
league” to Eurwpe, before the league 
constitution and the peace treaty 
are irrevocably intertwined, that it 
has been decided to, dispatch the 
messenger without further delay. 
Up to thts time those backing the 
movement to send the emissaries 
abroad have been very reticent 
about the plan, further than the meet 
mission made some days ago that 
the men would sent. 

The identity of the messenger who 
will leave immediately for Europe 
has not been disclosed, but it is be- 
Heved that he is “thoroughly re- 
sponsible and well known.” It also 
is learned that he is familiar with 
newspaper publicity, upon which he 
intends toe concentrate his efforts. 
He will first approach the British 
press, for those who are sending him 
believe this is the best avenue 
through which to secure the atten- 
tion they desire. 

There lingers some fear in view 
of the stories cabled here from 
France that the French censorship 
might be enforced and any publicity 
attempted by the advance guard 
would, at least, be looked upon very 
coldly, and, therefore, it would be 
unwise for him to begin his cam- 
paign in France. On the other hand, 
it ie felt that if the British press 
accepts some of the prepared state- 
ments offered, the very nearness of 
the publication to ce would 
force almost equal publicity in that 
country.

It is expected that the individual 
who will go abroad for the anti- 
leaguers will return to this coyntry 
within a month or six weeks, bring- 
ing with him a careful estimate of 
the European attitude ‘toward the 
league constitution. 

His information will be used on 
the stump and in debate. Indeed, 
the devisors of the idea appear to 
consider that the information forth- 
coming from the other side of the 
Atlantic will be quite as valuable as 
that to be sent abroad. 

Foreign dispatches published in 
this country were called today to the 
attention of some of the men who 
are sending the messenger to Eu- 
rope. One dispatch stated, in effect, 
that couriers from this country 
probably would have difficulty in 
Paris because they would not have 
official status and would encounter 
much embarrassment in various 
ways.

Seven horses bought 
recently- at the United States Army 
Remount Depot at Fort Bliss also 
were seized.

EFFICIENCY PLAN IS 
UP TO LEGISLATURE. 


WITH MESSAGE TO SENATE 
AND ASSEMBLY TODAY. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SACRAMENTO, March 19.—Gov. 
Stephens announced Jate today that 
the report of the Efficiency and 
Economy Commission, recommend- 
ing @ reorganization of the State 
government, and providing for a re- 
duction of State, officials and em- 
ployees, will be placed hefore the 
Legislature tomorrow morning. A 
message which Gov. Stephens will 
transmit to the Senate and Assem- 
bly with the report was practically 
completed late today. It will out- 
line his views of the report and 
make recommendations regarding 
probable action by the Legislature. 

Bills have been introduced in 
skeleton form to open the way for 
carrying out the details of the pro- 
posed reorganization and it was be- 
lieved that.some action to make the 
recommendations effective will be 
taken by the Legislature before the 
end of the week. 

The rt probably will be sent 
}to the governmental efficiency com- 
mitteeg of both houses. The regu- 
lar meeting of the Senate Efficiency 
Committee is set for tomorrow aft- 
ernoon, while the next meeting of 
the Assembly Committee is. 
uled for next Tuesday. 

It is probable that definite action 

to fix the date for adjournment will 
be taken as soon as the legisiaturs 
learn the full scope of the proposed 
Plan for reorganization of the State 
government along lines of more effi- 
cient and economic administration. 
Although a resolution to adjourn 
April 11 is pending before the As- 
sembly, no effort has been made to 
call it up for consideration and ad- 
ministration leaders in both houses 
said it would be impossible to fix 
the date for adjournment until it 
was definitely known how much time 
would be required for consideration 
of the efficiency report. 
In addition to recommending econ- 
solidation of various State offices 
and commissions and co-ordination 
of every branch of the te gov- 
ernment it is understood fhe report 
also recommends chan which 
would effect a saving of approxi- 
mately $576,000 each bienninm.

KOREA A DREAM 


Unfit for Self-Govern- 
ment, Says Professor. 


ix Described 
Wild-Fire Agitation. 


Potential Pointing ot 
Heart of Japan. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
MADISON (N. J.) March 19.— 
The revolution in Korea was de- 
scribed today as “wildfire ‘agitation 
by a people as yet unfit for self- 
government,” by the Rev. Dr, E. D. 
Sopef, a professor in Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary here, who has just 
returned from a seven months’ tour 
of the Far East, part of which he 
spent in Korea. 

One of the chief causes of the up- 
rising, according to Dr. Soper, ia the 
widespread talk of. “‘self-determina- 
tion for small nations” fostered by 
agitators. Severity of Japanese rule, 
backwardness of the Koreans in ac- 
cepting modern customs, introduc- 
tion of the Japanese language in the 
Korean schools, death of former Em- 
peror Yi Heui, the system of es- 
pionage adopted by the Japanese all 
over Korea and the maladministra- 
tion and venality of some of the 
Japanese judges sent to Korea in 
1910 at the time of the. occupation 
were mentioned by Dr. Soper as 
other causes. 

These judges, he eaid, failed to 
curb the activities of many Japa- 
nese “freebooters” who went to the 
Hermit Kingdom when the. Tokio 
government assumed control. 


EVILS REMEDIED. 


Many of the early day evils were 
remedied, however, and the Koreans 
Were becoming reconciled to the new 
sovereignty when the war broke out. 
The coming of peace and the talk 


of agitators, he said, made them 
restive, particularily in Northern 
Korea where discontent and the 


clamor for independence bLecame 
most pronounced. 

“Korea is a potential dager 
pointing at the heart of Japan,” 
eaid Dr. Soper. “If Japan aad not 
occupied Korea in 1919, Russia 
would have done so and that would 
have meant a severe blow ‘to 
pan’s trade and industry. I[t would 
have cut off a large part of the iron 
ore upon which the empire so great- 
ly depends. The occupation of 
Korea by Japan was inevitable, but 
it has actually lifted the country 
from ignorance and poverty to civi- 
lization and prosperity.” 

e idea of self-determination 
for small nations, combined with 
the recent death of Yi Heul; the 
former Emperor, who was made a 
Japanese prince when he was de- 
posed, is what ig causing the chief 
trouble. When the ex-Emperor 
died on January 23, last, Korean 
women waited for days at the palace 
gates. This was aggravated by a 
report that Yi Heui had committed 
suicide in disgrace over the be- 
trothal of his son to a Japanese 
princess. Political agitatorg took 
advantage of the occasion to stir 
up the people and remind them 
that they micht obtain independ- 
ence for Korea by appealing to the 
Peace Conference at Paris. Money 
was raised and two emissaries were 
sent overseas. One of them, said to 
be persona non grata to the Japan- 
ese government, was detained in the 
United States, I have heard, unable 
to obtain passports and is still here. 

“Severity of Japanese rule could 
not help but cause resentment and 
rebellion in Korea. Cases of 
cruelty were common and Japanese 
soldier police were spying every- 
where. Th even watched a re- 
ligious se e I conducted in a 
chapel at Seoul to ascertain if there 
were any ‘inflammatory’  utter- 
ances. Christian Korean Sunday- 
schoo’ stopped singing such hymns 
‘Onward Christian Soldiers’ and 


as 
"The Son of God Goes Forth to 
War,’ because the ignorant Jap- 


anese gendarmes regardei them as 
incendiary. Epworth League and 
other young people's religious meet- 
ings were voluntarily stopped be- 
cause the young Koreans were mak- 
ing them political forums.” 

Nevertheless, Japan's administra- 
tion of affairs in Korea, according 
to Dr. Soper, has been characterized 
by marked improvement in the 
methods of transportation, indus- 
try, farming and (finance. The 
Japanese have cleaned up the cities 
and towns, indescribably filthy, and 
are making them “model centers 
of the Far FPast,”’ he said. 

“The trouble is entirely political 


and not religious,” he assérted. 
“The Presbyterian and Methodist 
missionaries in Southern . Korea 


have willincly accepted Japanese 
control, but \missionaries: of the 
same denominations in the northern 
part of the country are not in favor 
of it.”

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Al- 


most $100,000,000 was spent in Cali- 
fornia by the War Department for 
supplies from July 1 to December 
31, 1918. These expenditures for 
the six months covered only the 
goods ordered by the director of 
purchase and storage and did not 
include purchases for the Ordnance 
Department, construction § division, 
bureau of aircraft production and 
other technical bureaus. California 
received 7.38 per cent. of the whole 
amount expended in the United 
States and is well up to the top. 
Total expenditures for this period 
in the purchase and storage division 
alone were, in round numbers, 
$1,333,000,000. 

Illinols leads all the States with 
19.9 per cent. of all expenditures; 
New York came next with 17.2; 
Massachusetts came next with 8.3, 
and then California, making her 
fourth tn amount of government or- 
ders. Distribution of orders by 
groups of States shows that the 
eastern section of the Central States 
got the cream of the business—in 
fact, received almost 40 per cent. 
of all the orders. Next in order 
was the Middle Atlantic States; New 
England States were third, and the 
Far-Western States fourth. 

The percentages by groups of 
States follow: 

‘New England Gates, 13.5 per 
‘cent.; Middle Atlantic States, 26; 
Southern States, eastern section, 6.4; 
Southern States, western section, 
1.4; Centra] States, eastern section, 
36.9; Central States, western section, 
6.8; Western States, 9 per cent.

FOR ARCHBISHOP OF NEW 
YORK, AFTER EASTER, 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, March 19.—Army 
and navy Officers of high rank, 
dignitaries Of the Catholic church 
and prominent laymen attended the 
installation here today of Most Rev. 
Patrick Joseph Hayes, bishop of 
the American army at the front, as 
archbishop of the diocese of New 
York to succeed the late Coreiney 
Farley. 

The ceremony, which took olast 
In St. Patrick's Cathedral, was sim- 
ple, but impressive. More elaborate 
services will be held after Haster, 
when the pallium, or insignia of of- 
fice, is received from Rome. 

Special papal dispensation made 
possible installation of Archbishop 
Hayes during Lent. The ceremony 
celebrated today was hastened be- 

cause the new archbishop soon will 


be So ontiad upon to officiate at the ing 


consecration of new bishops of 
Albany and Buffalo and because 
sacred ofls to be used this year for 
sacraments must be consecrated. 
The ceremony began with a pro- 
cession of 1000 clergy and laymen 
from the Cathedral College to the 
Cathedral. After Archbishop Hayes, 
wearing the episcopal robes an 
mitre, had been received on the 
threshold. by Monsignor Michael 
Lavelle, he was escorted to the 
sanctuary by a retinue of priests, 
deacons and acolytes. 

Addresses were delivered by 
Monsignor John Bonzano, @ 
delegate; Monsignor Mooney, Chap- 
lain George J. Waring of the 
Eleventh Csvaliry, and Supreme 
Court Justice Victor J. Dowling. 

Monsignor Bonzano 
“Archbishop Hayes begins his ad- 
ministration at a moment that is 
critical for America and for all 
mankind.” 

“In every department of life, prob- 

lems of the gravest character multi- 
ply day by day.” said the apostolic 
delegate. “Still trembling from its 
mighty conflict, the worl is impatient 
to clear away its ruins and build 
anew the structure of society. Law 
and order, individual right and na- 
tional existence, science and civiliza- 
tion are all involved in this crisis. 
Religion itself is not exempt-——nor 
faith, nor hope, nor virtues that have 
hitherto served as the basis of free- 
dom—aell are at stake, all dependent 
upon the issue to which events are 
so rapidly moving.: 
“As all the forces of evil have 
combined to bring calamity upon 
the world, so, in equal unity and 
strength, must the agencies of good 
co-operate to restore and preserve 
the social order, the. home, the 
school and the church, public au- 
thority and private endeavor. 

“These are all necessary in .the 
work of reconstruction.. To elim- 
inate any of them would render our 
problems more difficult, To widen 
and improve enducation and yet ex- 
clude the essential truths of morality 
and religion would prepare, perhaps, 
for another great struggle, but it 
would not secure us the blessings.of 
peace.” 


| MeCARTHY FOR LEAGUE 
IF IRELAND IS FREED. 


UNION HEAD DIVIDES ALLE- 
GIANCE IN RESOLUTION 
AT BUILDERS’ MEET. 

{BY P. NIGHT WIRE) 
FRESNO, March 18.—A resolution 
favoring the formation of a 


League 
of Nations, but declaring it will 


“stultify and fail of accomplishment” 
unless the claims for independence 
for Ireland are recognized, was 
adopted by 350 delegates to the nine- 
teenth annual convention of the Cal- 
ifornia State Building Trades here 
| today. The adoption of the resolu- 
tion followed a stirring address on 
“The League of Nations” by Prof. 
Charles Milla Gayley of the Uni- 
versity of California. 

The resolution was introduced by 
President P. H. McCarthy and read 
to the delegates by Prof. Gayley. The 
reading was greeted wi cheers. 
When McCarthy moved its adoption 
the response was unanimous, 

Prof. Gayley was the principal 
speaker of the day. He occupied 
the morning session. He was fol- 
lowed in the afternoon by Raiph 
Merrit, California Food Administra- 
tor, who spoke on the food situation 
in California at the present time. The 
convention then went into executive 
session and receftvyed some thirty ‘res- 
olutions that will come up for adop- 
tion tomorrow, 

Prof. Gayley urged patience on the 
part of the people of the United 
States with those who are drawing 
up the covenant. The scheme does 
not intend to final, he sald. It 
is laid before the world now for 
criticism, 

“When the Peace. Conference 
which is now session dishands,” 
he said, “we will have a League of 
Nations, incomplete in ite object, to 
be sure, but still a League of Na- 
tions. I do net look for a League 
of Nations in its final form for five, 
ten or perhaps fifteen years yet.”’ 

A “straight-line” plan for distribu- 
tion of foodstuffe—from the pro- 
ducer to the wholesaler to the con- 
sumer—and the absolute elimination 
of the present “profiteering” pian of 
wholébaler selling to wholesaler, with 
a consequent increase in price to 
the consumer, was advocated by 
Ralph Merritt in his speech. He ad- 
vocated the continuation of the work 
instituted by the United States gov- 
ernment during the war as a prac- 
tical means of bringing the price of 
food commodities to nearer pre-war 
level. He urged State supervision of 
distribution in the same menner 
Federal supervision was accom- 
plished during the war.

How to keep hold and run an 
alien business at a loss of nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 a year, or, on the other hand, how 
to let go without wrecking the plant. The 
child who swallows red ink under the mis- 
taken impression that it is cherry pop is 
foolish, but ignorant, and the duty lies no 
less Neavily upon its eldets to get it out 
of the mess and relieve the tummy ache.

SAN DIEGO, March 19.—All doubt 
about the retention of North Island 
as a permanent army aviation school 
was removed this evening by the 
statement of Secretary of War Ba- 
ker to a Times correspondent that 
it positively will be held as a per- 
manent aviation station.

BELOW AQUEDUCT INTAKE. 


According to tentative plans, it is 
proposed that Owens River shall be 
tapped by a canal below the intake 
of the Los Angeles aqueduct. In 
this way no vested rights would be 
interfered with. and there could be 
diverted into the canal, for six 
months in the year, a flood of water | 
that is useless once it mingles with 
the mineral-impregnated waters of 
the lake. 

It is planned, roughly, to carry 
the canal around the edge of the 
mountains, parallel] to the aqueduct. 
The roads there were constructed 
by the city of Los Angeles when the 
aqueduct was built, and are avail- 
able for the work in contemplation. 

A GOVERNMENT PROJECT. 

It Is realized by the settlers that 
a work of this magnitude must have 
government aid. Broadly, it is es- 
timated that the system would cost 
$12,000,000, but against that expendi. 
ture there is a vast area of good 
government land that would be re- 
claimed and made available for 
homes for soldiers. Also the enter- 
prise would furnish employment for 
hundreds of men. 

RESERVOIR SYSTEM. 

The plans, in the rough, contem- 

plate reservoirs at the mouth of Red 
Rock, Pine Tree and Jawbone, so 
situated as to conserve the’ con- 
siderable floods from the watersheds 
drained through those canyons, in 
addition to receiving the surplus 
from Owens River. From such res- 
ervoirs it is estimated that 250,000 
acres of land could be frrigated, in- 
cluding 90,000 acres in the fertile 
Indian Wells country.
